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This communication is in response to applicants' "LETTER TO OFFICE OF PCT 
OPERATIONS" filed by facsimile on 19 June 2002 requesting "expedited" processing of the 
national stage patent application of PCT/GB97/03152. 

A review of the application file reveals that a) the Article 20 papers for
